Favorable Results Anticipated from 
the Transtasion of Blood. 


St. Louis Republican, April 19. 

The friends of tieneral Blair will be 
yvratitied to learn that, under the treat- 
ment of Dr. Franklin, who has been 
applying the prowess of the transfusion 
of blood to the veins of his patient, there 
is a noticeable improvemert in bis condi- 
Lion. 

The gencral has been so long prostrated 
under the effects of a paralytic attack, 
that his physician, after resorticg to 
various remedics, now entertains a strong 
hope that the new treatment will result 
inacure. Already two operations have 
been performed on the patient. In the 
first experiment, two ounces of blood 
were injected into the system, and in a 
week thereafter over four ounces were 
transfused, the doctor having first cde- 
pleted the patient of two ounces by 
bleeding. <A favorable change has been 
observed in consequence. The patient 
has since manifested increased conscious- 
ness, and is enabled to articulate more 
distinctly. Other favorable symptoms of 
recuperating strength are also observable. 
The blood for transfusion is drawn from 
the veins of a healthy man into a vessel 
where it is allowed to remain in contact 
with the oxygenizing properties of the 
atmosphere a short time, but not long 
enough to.commence coagulating. It is 
then sucked into an exhausted receiver 
to which a tube is attached and con- 
nected with a vein of the patient's arm. 
The blood is then forced by a piston in 
the receiver into the general circulation 
of the system. On the side of the ex- 
hausted receiver is a scale of fine lines so 
that the money forced into the vein is 
graduated and t = a the see 
eye of the physician. e recuperativ 
effects of the irenafenion of healthy blood 
into the worn-out system, of course, are 
best known to the skilled medical man. 
The blood contains the materials which 
are necessary for the formation of all the 
tissues of the body, and in the various 
repairs which the body requires.

It is understood that Mrs. Tilton will 
be proposed as a witness by the defense.
